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(ii) Previous rejection of claims 8-17 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Manfredi et al. (Manfredi et al., U.S. Patent Application Publication No: 
2004/0072774, Publication date, Aprill5, 2004, which claims benefits of provisional application 
No. 60/358,935, filed on Feb. 23, 2002), is withdrawn because the claims have been amended. 
The rejection of claims 1, 3-6, and 18 is moot because the claims have been cancelled.
